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NAPOLEONISM FURTHER ‘DEVELOP ED. 
THE speech of the Emperor Napoleon III. at the opening of the 
French Legislature has now been long enough before the 
European public to admit of its being interpreted as an expo- 
nent of the Imperial system. All the State utterances of this 
remarkable Sovereign invite and repay study. Whether 
regarded as illustrations of the art of expression or as a pro- 
gressive series of disclosures arranged with the object of 
gradually imbuing the French mind with the latent principles 
of rule which the Emperor seeks to apply to the government 
of his empire, they possess the highest order of merit, In 
mere external form they are singularly imposing. They are, 


almost without nell vigorous in conception, dunce 
and even beautiful in treatment and method, and perfect 
in chiselling. They extort admiration at a first glance, 
Even in a translation they retain their characteristic 
qualities. So irresistibly do they arrest attention, 
so entirely do they satisfy the demands of intellect and taste 
on their first appearance, that they are apt to beguile the judg- 
ment into attaching to the manner the importance which 
belongs exclusively to the substance. Hence, first impressions 
of aspeech from the Emperor are seldom thoroughly trustworthy. 
Their energy, their compactness, their polish must be, to some 
extent, divested of their power by familiarity before the real 
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purport of the 4ocument will be discerned, More than any 
other State pap-rs submitted to the eye of Europe, it requires 
close and repeated study in onfler to get at its central ideas, 
The Imperial speech of the 15th of February needs. to be read 
in the light of several preceding speeches delivered on similar 
occasions. They all impart to it additional significance. They 
may be regarded as a connected series of attempts to adapt 
Napoleonic ideas to “the inexorable logic of facts.” In the 
early part of his life, upto mature manhood, he employed him- 
self in penetrating to the secret which lay behind his uncle's career 
of conquest, and ultimately pushed him on to his fall. He 


revolved in his meditative mind that history of daring ambition, 
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Fort Monroe; and they agree in stating that President Lincoln 
refused to recognise in any way the Southern Confederacy, or to make 
peace on any other terms than the unconditional return of the South 
to the Union. 

President Lincoln’s account of the negotiations was received in 
Congress on the 10th. It is of considerable length, and is very com- 
plete in its details, narrating the circumstances of Mr. Blair's visit to 
Richmond, and supplying all the despatches preliminary to the meet- 
ing of the President with the Confederate Commissioners in 
Hampton Roads, as well as giving a report of the proceed- 
ings of the Conference itself. Though Mr. Blair went to Richmond 
with the consent of the Government, he had no authority to 
speak or act forit. Mr. Davis sent a letter by him expressing his 
willingness to send or receive Commissioners, and Mr. Lincoln sub- 
sequently stated his willingness to receive gentlemen informally 
choeen on behalf of the Confederates, with the object of securing 
peace on the basis of an undivided country. Before the Confederate 
Commissioners were met by the President they were given to under- 
stand that the negotiations were to be informal, and that no pro- 
position which in the slightest degree contemplated a recognition of 
the Confederate States could be for 2 moment entertained, During 
the conference Messrs. Stephens, Hunter, and Campbell endeavoured 
to effect an agreement for an armistice, but were informed by Mr. 
Lincoln that there could be no suspension of hostilities till the Con- 
federates had disbanded their armies and acknowledged their allegiance 
to the national Government, and also that there could be no recession 
on the slavery question. General Grant had been previously in- 
structed not to allow the presence of the Southern agents within his 
lines to cause any delay in his military operations. President 
Lincoln’s account of the peace mission concludes in the following

AN old silver mace, of curious workmanship, has lately been presented 
to the Mayor and Corporation of the town of Margate by Sir George 
Bowyer, Bart., M.P., who, having been a constant visitor to that 
place for many years, desired to make some acknowledgment of the 
endshiy had there formed. This mace, which formerly belonged 
the now defunct Corporation of Kinsale, in Ireland, is so con-

Mary Overy’s Church is an obscure little street, called Stoney-street, 
conne ting Counter-street with Clink-street, and leading to the river- 
side. The Charing-cross Railway Company, in making their ap- 
proaches to the bridge over the Thames by which their e is to 
reach the intended City terminus at Dowgate-hill, are obli ged to de- 
molish several of the old houses in Stoney-street which be lon gto the 
age of Queen E lhzabeth. We give an Illustration of one of (| ey 
namely, the George Inn, with its gable-end front, its projecting bow- 
windows, and other characteristic features. In the inter. r of this house 
was an old mantelpiece inscribed with the date a.D, 1500. Though its 
situation was close to the palace of the Bishops of Rochester in days 
of yore, and the palace of the Bishops of Winchester stood almost 
as near, this locality, between the bear gardens of Bankside and the 
Clink Prison, was chiefly occupied by the licensed keepers of houses 
of infamous resort, from the twelfth till the sixteenth century, 
when that nuisance was at length suppressed by law. A number of 
these houses were held by Sir Wiliam Walworth, Lord Mayor 
of London, as lessee under the Bishop of Winchester, at the time 
of the Wat Tyler riots; and it is said that they were among the 
first to be attacked and plundered by the rioters; for which damage, 
however, the Lord Mayor took his revenge when he knocked the ring- 
leader on the head, It is not, indeed, to be presumed that the

THE EGYPTIAN MINISTER

NEW HOTEL AT CAIRO. 

THe foundation-stone of the new 

Oriental Hotel at Cairo was laid 

with great ceremony, on the 18th 

ult., by his Excellency Nubar Pacha, 
the Egyptian Minister of Public 

Works and Agriculture and Direc- 

tor-General of Railways, in the 

presence of a large and distinguished 
com 7, amongst whom figured 

H, £.

This case having been duly secured, 

Nubar Pacha then tapped the upper 

stone, ordered it to be lowered, and 

declared the first stone of the build- 
ing laid. The proposed hotel will 
ultimately contain about five hun- 
dred apartments, fitted up in the 
style of the best European hotels, 
with all modern improvements, 
such as baths, hot and cold, on each 
floor; and will have a public café 
and restaurant, and ranges of offices 
and shops on the ground floor. The 
ultimate cost is estimated at 
£200,000. The first portion, con- 
taining 150 rooms, facing the 

Ezbekieh, will be commenced imme- 

diately, and will probably be avail- 

able to the public about the end of 

1806. The plans and designs of 
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the hotel have been prepared b 

Mr. Christopher George Wray, 
architect, of Cannon-street West, 
London, who having been civil 
architect to the Government of 
India in Calcutta, and being con- 
sequently well acquainted with 
tropical requirements, was chosen 
by the Oriental Hotels Company to 
superintend this work, An hotel of 
this description cannot fail to be a 
great success in a country like 
Egypt, where men of business often 
prefer to remain in hotels to the 
inconvenience of a private house- 
hold, Cairo, although it is the capital 
of Egypt, is notoriously deficient in 
respect to accommodation of this 
kind—a fact often experienced b 

the crowds of tourists that floc 

thither during the winter, and by 
the passengers to and from India. 


THE 
THAMES EMBANKMENT, 


A view of the north bank of the 
Thames, from the Palace of West- 
minster to London Bridge, occu- 
pies the two pages in the middle of 
our paper. It shows the whole 
length of the Thames Embank- 
ment, as designed and being con- 
structed, from Westminster Bridge 
to Blackfriars. Several Ilustra- 
tions of the actual progress of this 
great work at different parts of the 
river-side have already been given 
in these pages. The Engraving we 
now present may be suitably ac- 
companied with a brief recapitula- 
tion of some facts which show the 
extent and importance of the un- 
dertaking. The idea of an em- 
bankment of the Thames through

A THAW IN THE STREETS OF LONDON, 
THE frequent and sudden changes of temperature in the last few 
weeks have made an extraordinary difference in the aspects of 
London street-traffic from day to day. We lately gave an Illustra 
tion of the effects of a hard frost; our present subject is a com- 
panion picture to that Engraving; it shows the state of things 
occasioned by a thaw. The discomfort of walking in such 
mud as melted snow leaves upon our much- trodden thor rough - 
fares is far worse than the danger of sliding, when the 
pavement is glazed with ice. London mud \is alwats disagree - 
able; and we believe there is no city in\ Europe \where so 
little care is taken to abate thi s nuisance, or where.the conVeaience 
of foot-passengers is so entirely disregarded by the legal custo 
of the public highways. To go no further than the large provi ncial 
towns of England—it would hot be endured, for instance, in Man- 
chester that any of the s s should be left for twelve hours in so 

















| foul a condition as that ‘of the Strand during many days of the last 


fortnight; when it might have been cleansed without diffi ulty, 
either by sweepers employed at night, or by the use of 
Whitworth’s machine—a mud-cart furnished with a revolving 
brush and scraper behind, which travels along the road, 
causing no interruption to the daily traffic. In this de- 





London is greatly at fault; and it would be instructive to reckon 

the enormous cost of its neglect in the matter of street mud. 

Such a calculation would inelude—first, the cost of boots and 
| shoesy of stockings, trousers, and crinolimes, sacrificed by the un- 
happy pedestrians who venture abroad at this season; secondly, the 
loss of health, and sometimes of life, from the catarrhs, coughs, and 
rheumatisms which wet feet are apt to engender; thirdly, the 
damage to horses and carriages ; and, lastly, the waste of an immense 
| quantity of material which should be almost as valuable as 
| the sewage itself for the purpose of agricultural manure. In 
| addition to these evils, we have reason to believe that the mischiof 
done by neglected street mud to the sanitary condition of London 
extends also to those who never walk out in bad weather, for it keeps 
up a general dampness of the atmosphere, attracts and retains the 
fogs, and, after the dry winds of Mareh or the heat of sunny days 
shail have caused the last vestige of mud to disappear, it will then be 
converted into dust, which, as it contains minute particles of stone 
from the roads, mixed with the noxious atoms of decom i animal 
matter, is a most unwholesome compound to be inhaled by the 
throats of men and women. Thus much we have felt it our duty to 
say of the remoter and more general injuries occasioned by the 
utter lack of provision for the removal of the metropolitan mud. The 
miseries depicted on our next page are indeed the immediate con- 
ecquence of a visitation of nature which is a common ineident 
of this season in a climate so uncertain as ours; but these 
miseries would very soon be abated if we had a proper system of 
cleansing the streets. The poor mendicant sweeper at the crossing 
should be relieved of an office which onght to be more efficiently 

tformed by an apparatus under the direction of the Metropolitaa

THE PRONG- HORN ‘ED ANTELOPE. 

THE Zoological Society of London have lately purchased of a London 
dealer in wild animals the only specimen, it is believed, yet brought to 
ae of the Prong- banal dumdees’ (Antilope furcifer), which is 
commonly known in North America by the name of the “Cabree 
goat.” is animal is never found east of the Mississippi, but inhabita 
the great western prairies of North America, from the 53rd deg. of lati- 
tude to the plains of Mexico and California, and was formerly numerous 
in the country watered by the Saskatchewan River; frequenting the 
open plains and hills, but never inhabiting the closely-wooded districts 
During the winter, however, it migrates from north to south, and returns in 
the warmer scason, [tis aow becoming scarce in most parts, [tsordiaary 
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size, when full grown, is 
about 3 ft. high and 4 ft. 
4in. long from the nose 


to the tip of the tail. 
The body is covered with 
long hair, which loses its 
elasticity in cold weather ; 
there is an erect mane 
upon the neck; the 
head, ears, and legs are 
clothed with short, close 
hair, of a common de- 
scription. The colour is 
generally a light fawn 
colour, except the white 
stripes across the throat 
and about the legs and 
tail. The horns rise per- 
pendicularly from the 
skull, immediately above 
the eyes; they spread 
outwards and are straight 
till within two or three 
inches of the points, 
where they curve sud- 
denly backwards and in- 
wards, forming a small 
hook ; the prong, which 
is little more than an 
inch in length, projects 
from the front of the 
horn, about half way up 
from the root; the lower 
part of the horn, below 
the prong, is rough and 
of a flattish shape ; above 
the prong it is round, 
black, and polished. The 
specimen now in the 
gardens of the society in 
Regent's Park is a young 
male, which was brought 
from California to New 
York, and thence re- 
exported to England.

He 
also gave it as his Belgian ex- 
perience that clovers and potatoes 
could be brought forward enor- 
mously by the application of sew- 
age on light land, According to 
Mfr. Dyke Acland, such experi- 
ments in the West on Swedes and 
mangolds have not been so success- 
ful; but Sir J. Johnstone’s account 
of the application to land under 
spade cultivation near York was 
more encouraging. Still Sir John 
gave it with the qualification that 
the sewage was “ fot exactly 
liquid.” Mr. T. Scott thought 
that “flooding” was the only 
profitable mode of applying sew- 
age, and stated that fo haa found 
wt Wimbledon that lake-water was 
quite as valuable as sewage-water 
on grass land, Mr. Blackburn gave 
it as his opinion, in opposition to 
Lord Feversham and Mr. Fawcett, 
that the warmer the weather the 
more efficacious the application of 
liquid manure to grass land. In 
his summing up, Mr. Lawes stated

igh 1 mother, was descended from the ancient 
family of Strange, Waterford, which can be traced 
in the annals of that city to a remote period. Nicholas 
Strange, some time Sheriff of Waterford, died in 1637 ; 
and from him the Christian name of Nicholas came to 
the Prelate just dead. Cardinal Wiseman was himself 
the son of James Wiseman, Esq., of Waterford, of the 
firm of Wiseman Brothers, merchants of note and high 
‘ at Seville, in Spain, by hie wife Xaviera, 
ighter of Peter Strange, Esq., of Aylwardstown 
of Kilkenny. He was born at Seville, on Aug. 2, 
sent from Spain, at an early age, to school at Water- 
ford. Thence, when about seven years old, he went to St. Outhbert’s 
Catholic College, Ushaw, near Durham, of which the celebrated Dr. 
Lingard was the Vice-Principal. He proceeded, in 1818, to the English 
College at Rome, in company with five other youths, and was well 
received by Pope Pius VII. He there soon gave proofs of extraordinary 
abilities. At eighteen years of age he published, in Latin, a work on the 
Oriental languages, ‘‘ Horm Syriace,”’ and bore off the gold medal at all 
competitions, Having obtained holy orders, the youthful priest, by 
wish of Pope Leo XII., preached at Rome a course of sermons in English. 
Under Leo XII he was a Professor in the Roman University; and he 
succeeded in restoring the English College at Rome, and was named its 
President. Here he educated many priests for ministering in England. He 
was then also agent of the English Vicars Apostolic with the Holy See. In 
1835 Dr. Wiseman, whose fame as a preacher had ex , came to lecture at 
the Sardinian Chapel in Lincoin’s-inn-fields on the doctrines of his Church ; and 
in the following year he preached a course of Lent lectures at Moorfields 
Chapel. .These discourses made a great public sensation. Dr. Wiseman, on 
the 8th of June, 1840, received episcopal consecration from Cardinal] Franzoni, 
being made Bishop of Melipotamus in partibus infidelium, and coadjutor Vicar 
Apostolic of the Midland District. He was also named President of St. Mary’s 
College, Oscott. Dr. Wiseman displayed much literary power at this time in 
his articles in the Dublin Review and other publications, The year 1850 
brought about the most remarkable event of his life. There had been four 
vicariates in connection with the Roman Catholic Communion up to 1840, when 
the number was doubled — the titles being the London, the Western, the Eastern 
the Central, the Welsh, the Lancastrian, the York, and the Northern districta. 
In the autumn of 1850 the British public were startled by the announcement 
of the re-establishment of the Catholic Hierarchy in England. On the

Hexham, Clifton, Liverpool, Newport and Minevia, Nottingham, Plymouth, 
Salford, and Shrewsbury. A perfect whirlwind of indignation burst forth 
from the Protestant population of England at this “ Papal ag ion, 

ending in the passing of the Ecclesiastical Titles Assumption Act. The 
Cardinal was enthroned, on Dec. 6, 1850, in St. George’s Church, Southwark. 
He then lost no time in endeavouring to throw oil on the troubled waters, by 
the publication of “ An Appeal to the Reason and Good Feeling of the English 
People on the Subject of the Catholic Hierarchy.” He continued in the 
peaceable exercise of his ecclesiastical functions, and often wrote or lectured 
upon matters of taste and science. His lecti'res on art especially, and his 
work the “Recollections of the Four Last Pops,” attained considerable 
popularity. The Cardinal was a poet and also a dramatic writer. In 1859 
“The Hidden Gem” was performed,with great applause, at the jubilee uf 
the Roman Catholic College, Ushaw. He was the author of “* Fabiola,” u 
novel, dramatised by the Rev. Frederfe Oakeley. The Cardinal was a foreign 
member of the Royal Society of Literature and a corresponding member of 
the Royal Asiatic Society. His Eminence was not only a thorough master of 
English, but also an admirable linguist with regard to Italian, French, 
Spanish, and most other Continental, and many Oriental, languages. He died, 
after a lingering and painful illness, on the 15th inst., at his town house, 
8, York-place, Portman-square. He may be well said to have been, like 
Wolsey, “ from bis cradle a scholar, and a ripe and good one, exceeding wise, 
fair-spoken, and persuading ;" but, unlike the great Cardinal of the Tudor 
age, the Prelate of the time of Victoria was nowise “lofty and sour.” The 
remains of the deceased Cardinal lay for some days in state in his house in 
York-place. They were thence removed to his pro-cathedral, St. Mary's, 
Moorfields, and were on Thursday last interred, with much and very splendid 
religious ceremony, in the Roman Catholic cemetery at Kensal-green. Our 
portrait of Cardinal Wiseman, on the preceding page, is from a portrait by 
Messrs. Moira and Haig.

A physician, occupying a high official position in Massachusetts 
says that since the beginning of the war there has been a remarkable decrease 
in cases of insanity among women, attributed by him to the various charitable 
and benevolent operations occasioned by the war, which have excited the 
sympathies and received the support of women. 


In a communication made to the British Meteorological 
Society Mr. Glashier stated, as a result of an elaborate inquiry, that our 
climate during the last hundred years has altered—that, in fact, the tempera- 
ture of the year is two degrees warmer now than it was then; the tempera- 
ture of the month of January has increased still more, and the winter months 
are all much warmer. 


During the homeward voyage, in November last, the Cunard

FINE ARTS, 


GENERAL EXHIBITION OF WATER-COLOUR DRAWINGS. 
A FREE water-colour exhibition has at last been organised ; and the 
first display, just opened at the Dudley Gallery, Egyptian Hall, 
Piccadilly, has taken even artists by surprise. Whether our painters 
have advanced or retrograded since the days of Reynolds and 
Hogarth, Gainsborough and Wilson, the appreciation of, or, at all 
events, the desire to possess, their works has increased fifty or a 
hundred fold. The new and eminently English branch of art, 
painting in water colours, has chiefly evoked this increased de- 
mand, with its corresponding cultivation. Fashion and the 
speculative spirit have, it is true, probably contributed to these 
results, Many of the merchants of London and the North seem 
to buy collections of paintings merely as an investment; and a large 
proportion of the great middle class may purchase pictures, 
and especially water-colour drawings — which go so well with the light 
papers of the modern drawing-room—as a superior kind of upholstery. 
A vast amount of talent, either naturally mediocre or condemned so 
to be by a too ready market, is certainly absorbed in furnishing the 
cheap luxury and gratifying the rivalry of the new race of dwellers 
in suburban villas. Most assuredly, however, the demand having so 
greatly increased, it is but fair that the medium for supply should be 
similarly extended. Yet this has not been the case. Even since the 
establishment of the new society (now the Institute), the number of 
buyers has probably nearly doubled. Yet both water-colour societies, 
unlike other bodies of painters, have maintained the character of 
close monopolies, in so far that they admit no works for exhi- 
bition but those by a stated number of elected members. The 
water-colour artist not a member of either society has, therefore, been 
compelled to send his performances to exhibitions such as those of the 
Royal Academy and British Artists, where they run great risk of 
exclusion, and, if admitted, occupy a subordinate place, and are seen 
to much disadvantage in proximity to oil paintings. Then, again, 
there are restrictions imposed on membership of either water-colour 
society, to comply with which would be against both the inclination 
and interest of men who, perhaps of et nce as painters in 
oil, oceasionally work in the handier medium of water. And 
this fact must be prominently kept in view. Let it not be supposed 
that this new exhibition consists only of works by young artists and 
unsuccessful candidates for admission into the ol f 
among the latter, as among those outside the pale of the Academy, 
there are many of far greater ability than the “members” who wer 
not only elected long since, when the applicants were few, but who 
are now in their natural decline. So far from this, a very large pro- 

rtion of the drawings in this general exhibition are by i 
long-established reputation as oil painters. 

That such an exhibition was urgently needed is by 
proved with unexpected force. The present collection 
upwards of five hundred drawings of remarkably high average quality ; 
and we understand that the enormous number of nearly twelve 
hundred drawings, &c., have been excluded from insufficiency of space. 
The Dudley Gallery—still so named from having f 
the fine collection of pictures belonging to lx 
Dudley and Ward—has proved quite inadequate 
carry out the intentions of the “ promoters ;” a 
works proposed to be received have been declined. We regret, besides, 
to find some appearance of those expressed intentions not 
in other respects been impartially carried out. It is to be observed 
that a “committee” has been formed, cor entirely of 
artist contributors, and (while admitting the ability of these self-elected 
gentlemen) it yet seems a coincidence open to challenge that nearly 
every one should be represented on the walls more numerously and 
prominently than the great bulk of exhibitors—to say nothing of tl 
army of rejected, and to shut our eyes to an spicion of favouritis 
towards the relations and friends of the “committee.” It is obvic 
that as this “committee” approaches in character an exclusi' 
* so will the evil be repeated which a “general ” water-cok 
exhibition should obviate. Of course, in a novel undertaking of this 
kind, and one that has proved of unexpected magnitude, there are 
many excuses for errors of detail. A great mistake was, probably, 
the allowing so little time for selection and arrangement. On this ac- 
count we will merely mention that the “ hanging” is very questionable. 
For the same reason also we would say nothing of the unexampled 
mass of errors in the catalogue, only that it is necessary to caution the 
visitors that, at least, the first edition contains 
cies fn numbers, names, and titles, and that 
arranging the index in alphabetical order. 

The more than ordinary dearth of figure-subjects seems to bear out 
observations already made. It is immeasurably more difficult to 
draw a human being than a tree passably. Any slight bit of greenery 
will satisfy moderate tastes and purses; but we are all critics of the 
face and figure. Nevertheless, among the comparatively few figure- 
subjects are several of much merit. To come to particula 
long exordium, let us select for first mention two drawings of high- 
land shieling interiors, with an old fellow in each, by Mr. J. Richardson, 
which are freely and purely painted, as well as very characteristic 
and luminous. In one (see No. 48) Sandie is practising on the bag- 
pipes, and nothing can be more humorously truthful than the ex- 
pression of contented enjoyment with which—his long upper lip dis- 
tended, baboon fashion, and his small grey eyes half closed—he 
listens to that music which Haydon compared to all the devils in Hades 
singing through their noses while squeezing them with finger and 
thumb. Mr. G. J. Pimwell, who has recently illustrated an edition of 
‘The Vicar of Wakefield,” has, like Mr. F. Walker (of the ok 
society) and other of our designers for the wood-engraver, exhibited a 
drawing the subject of which is taken from the book he had illus- 
trated in simple black and white. The resemblance to Mr. Walker is 
still closer, for Mr. Pimwell’s drawing (225) seems directly imitative 
of that artist’s style ; therefore, our admiration for its merits is less 
cordial than it would otherwise be. Anything more charmingly 
felicitous in its way than a small drawing (210), near the preceding, 
of a girl pursuing a butterfly, by Mr. George Thomas, we hay 
seldom seen. More ambitious in aim is Mr, W. B. Scott's repree 
sentation (69) of the return, after long absence, of a Crusader- 
who, half knight, half palmer, presents an appearance 
grotesque as to be scarcely recognised by his astonished 
wife. This drawing, while it affords traces of that antiquarianism 
and fertile inventiveness which give interest to this artist’s wall- 
paintings at Wallington illustrative of Northumbrian history, betrays 
also in the feeble drawing of the conventional faces those technical 
apy which detract much from the value of all his works. 
Mr. Cave Thomas, also, though a painter of high theoretic culture, 
does not heighten our anticipation: of the mural paintings upon 
which he is engaged in the Marylebone Church, by a drawing, hot in 
tone, from an incident in the fife of Dante (131), a subject treated 
some 7 since by Mr. Elmore; and a scene from an old play, the 
legs of the figures being obviously out of proportion. Great praise is 
due to Mr, Simeon Solomon for his strenuous efforts at an originality 
in choice of subject and conception, which makes us forget some 
mere eccentricities of composition and treatment, and some want of 
what may be called naturalness. We especially commend to the 
visitor's attention the genuine art-feeling in this young artist's 
subject from the Old Testament (455), representing the nocturnal 
visit of a “Son of God” to one of the danghters of men ; and his 
“ Antinons Dionysiacus” (239), where the beautiful youth (acting 
what he addresses) so much resembles the statue of the wine-god to 
whom he is offering libations. By Mr. J. A. Pasquier there is a pic- 
turesque drawing, rich in colour and tone, of an armed and corsleted 
“ Escort” (87) on the road after sundown. Mr. J. Burr has a too 
pinky but clever study of “An Old Castilian” (252), very droll in 
character; and there is an artistic study of a Malay-looking woman 
(280), by Mr. H. W. Phillips, 

Mr. E. J. Poynter is not seen to so much advantage as a figure- 
painter in the simpler vehicle of water as in oil. Perhaps his best 
drawing in this class here (we shall speak of his landscapes later) is 
“ Beware |” (376)—a girl at the edge of a fish-pond in the terraced 
garden of an old -brick mansion, holding a net in one hand 
as she casts crumbs to the unwary fish with the other, But this, 
with some very good qualities, is somewhat heavy, and “ woolly” 
in texture, Mr. J. Jopling (whose “ Flaffy” we some time since 
| engraved) is the only artist, as far as we have observed, of either of 
| the established societies who has contributed sketches to this gallery, 
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A sweet head of a girl (53), by Mr. E. Taylor (reminding us of 
similar studies in oil by Mr. Eddis) ; an effective fencing scene (106), | 
by Mr. A. H. Marsh ; the “ Lullaby” (119), by Mr. G. G. Kilburne, | 
promising for its imitative carefulness ; as likewise may be said of a 
study of an old woman: (178), by Mr. J. Pelham ; a scene of child-life 
(146), by Mr. J. A. Fitzgerald, which we like better than his 
supernatural ee a study for an exhibited picture (277), and 
other drawings by Mr. C. Rossiter ; a small girl’s head, by Mr. W. 
Gale ; and a masterly sketch (473) by Mr. C. W. Andrews, incidentally 
illustrative of the costumes and vegetation of the Philippine Islands ; a 
large head, called a “ German Free Lance” (431), by Mr. J. D. Linton 
(the flesh broad and good in tone) ; and pen-and-ink drawing by Mr. 
J. Charles—all deserve notice. 

The ladies are well represented in this department. Miss J. Russel, 
though leaving something.to desire in the faces, takes a distinguished 
place as a colourist in a scene from “Othello” (58), with Emilia 
finding Desdemona benumbed with terror at the first explosion of her 
lord’s jealousy; and in a drawing of a gallant “ Waiting” (93) at the 
place of assignation, somewhat doubtful of treachery. A drawing, 
illustrative of Keats's “ Isabel” (139), by Miss L. Wormald, seems to 
have fine qualities, though hung too high for fair examination. We regret 
to see Miss R. Solomon forsaking a walk of art in which she did | 
exceedingly well for subjects, or rather treatment, which, even if it 
looked original, would be a poor exchange. Miss O. P. Gilbert's | 
“ Spanish Lady” (164); “A Study” (197), by Miss C. M. Beresford ; | 
drawings by Miss Eliza Martin; and “The Hop-picker” (205), by | 
Miss Edith Dunn, are to be commended for their assured merit as well | 
as promise, 

‘Two drawings, in which the interest is divided between figures and | 
The one called “Shade and 
(124), by Mr. R. Tucker, is startlingly truthful. The 
scene is on the Devonshire or Cornish coast. In the foreground shade 
a sturdy fisherman mends a lobster-pot as he talks to his little 
daughter; within the harbour formed by a jetty are some fishing- 
smacks ; and out beyond, in the sunshine, gleams the turquoise sea, at 
the foot of a promontory which rears itself with wonderful sharpness 
through the perfectly impalpable atmosphere. The other drawing, 
styled “ Ite Domum—venit Hesperus” (24), represents a party of 
Roman peasants on their way home across the Campagna at the 
approach of night with its treacherous malaria. This work is by an 
Italian artist, M. J. Tapiro, and is valuable, not only for breadth and 
vigour of execution, but for its accurate presentment of the Roman 
peasant without the usual picturesque embellishment, and for its 
depiction of the great Roman plain at a season when travellers seldom 
see it 

The great drawback to enjoyment, more especially of the mass of 
landscapes and still-life by new aspirants for public favour here, is the 
number of reproductions, ad nauseum, of the styles of popular painters. 
There are scores of close imitations of Foster, Duncan, W. Hunt, F. 
Tayler, and the rest. This is in every way a mistake, even on the low 
pecuniary ground. People buy names nowadays, and will pay anything 
for them; but they will give little for a counterfeit, even if it should 
» better than the original. A painter must have a manner of his 
own—it matters little what. If he can only make himself notorious— 

, asa sort of artistic Brother Ignatius—so much the better ; he 
find not only purchasers but critics disposed to discover endless 
beauties, thereby, of course, showing their own superior taste. 

To record all the instances of imitation in this gallery would be 
waste of time; let us rather continue to make known the proper merit 
of artists with whom the public should be better acquainted. Mr. 
G. Mawley, then, takes a foremost place among the “new men” in 
landscape, with several rustic subjects, ranging from the chill, cheer- 
less gloom of a late autumn evening (88) to the brightness of mid- 
summer (452 and 460) and the sultry sunniness of harvest-time in 
the field (207), and in an old barn interior (211). The last is an ex- 
tremely fine drawing, unsurpassed for rich, glowing effectiveness. 
One or two of the others may be reminiscent of Birket Foster ; but if 
so, the reminiscence is in their favour, for they are less finical in their 
elaboration. A small drawing, by Mr. J. W. North, of a picturesque 


landscape, leave a distinct impression.

* Old Court, Somerset” (263), with the low sun lingering on the quaint 
old house, has splendid —_ of gemlike colour, and a figure in the 
foreground shade is touched in with exquisite delicacy. The landscapes 
by Mr. Poynter, though looking as if painted from photographs, and 
in the case of two views at Pau leaving us in doubt almost whether 
daylight or moonlight is intended, nevertheless evince, especially where 
colour is less subordinated to breadth of shadow, as in the “Salmon 
Pool on the Conway” (522), much delicate and artistic observation. 
Mr. J. Nash, jun, (son of the well-known painter), is a yonng artist 
who will certainly win a distinguished position. e exhibits, besides 
a large drawing of Glencoe, a view (173) of Nice from the neigh- 
bouring heights (described as “The Ardgour Hills” in the cata- 
logue), which, though some would call it a little pre-Raphaelitic, 
is admirably drawn, singularly true in effect, and thoroughly 
conscientious in the realisation of detail. Mr. H. Moore is represented 


by a large and important drawing, though rather spotty in 
effect, “Lochian Elan” (141); he also sends some excellent 
etchings. We find comparatively-matured mastery, and that sp of 


broad gradations which generally comes only wit 
drawing by an artist, Mr. J. H. whose name is new tous. We 
allude to “ Evening in the Valley of Lauterbrunnen ” Co: where the 
vast spaces of sharply-defined shadow and sunlight, so difficult to pre- 
serve in relative value, are very successfully rendered. By the same 
there is a good study of “The Oldest Oak in Surrey” (882). Mr. A. 
Severn contributes a sunset view of Rome (where, by-the-way, the 
artist's father is ‘English Consul) ; together with several large draw- 
ings of London from the Thames, seen under its too common 
aspects, and in one instance after sundown; also a still larger 
study of waves breaking on a solitary shore by moonlight—truly 
a “wild waste of water.” Let us at once admit the feeling 
shown in this selection of themes, and let us thank the artist 
specially for indicating the subjects of weird mystery and gloomy 
grandeur afforded by London and the Thames mantled with all 
their smoke and fog. But, on the other hand, it seems to us that 
the great test of such representations of exceptional effect is not so 
much whether they are very specious at first sight, for this result can 
be got by mere artistic tricks (witness r. charcoal or pastel sketch), but 
rather whether they will grow in verisumilitude, as grows our recollec- 
tion. If Mr, Severn’s drawings will not bear the application of 
this test, it must in fairness be remembered that to succeed perfectly 
in representation which must of necessity be drawn to a great extent 
from memory demands | geen and genius of the very highest order. 

A long list remains of names belonging either to well-known water 
colourists or oil painters, whose generally familiar qualities are more 
or less reflected in their drawings. Bare mention of their appearance 
will therefore suffice. Such are Messrs. R. Redgrave, R.A., represented 
in an autumnal view (299) ; Vicat Cole—a scene in Surrey, as usual 
(841); G. Wolfe—in seacoast pieces ; J. Mogford, who, in his large view 
off the Land’s End (208), takes at once, in water colours, the position 
he has been slowly winning in oil; G. Hering, J. Peel, W. 
Gosling, J. W. Oakes; Harry Johnson—drawings of those Grecian 
subjects by which he is best known; Frank Dillon—interesting 
views in Austria, Egypt, and Madeira; C. F. Williams—a_well- 
remembered representation of “ Afterglow, Southampton Water” 
(191); F. Walton and N, O. Lupton (both winners of the Academy 
Turner medal); R. Beavis—a refined drawing, “On the Coast of 
Northumberland” (889); H. Holiday, E. Hargitt, C. E, Johnson, 
C, P. Knight, C, J. Lewis; and Miss Blunden, whose Devonshire 
views, though a little crude, have strikiag truthfulness. Very 
well deserving notice, also, are the drawings (hough reminding one of 
a popular mannerism easy of imitation) of Messrs, W. Coleman, ©, 
Earle, and W. P. Burton; those of Mr. J, Needham, which derive, 
however, some of their prettiness from undue forcing of colour ; good 
examples of tone by Messrs. T, Hart and R. T. Pain; the broad and 
powerful effects of Mr. F. Powell; marine pieces and coast scenes by 
Mesers. S. Vincent, W. R. Beverley, the well-known scene-painter ; 
Cc. R Aston, A. EB. Stannus, and G. M, Atkinson; together with 
contributions by Ww. Moore, G. Barnard, A. Ditchfiela, w. H. Millais 
(brother of the well-known poietee), A. W. Weedon, T. J. Soper, 
A. Hammet, F, G. Reynolds, J. Hitchins, and J, ©. Robinson ; 
drawings of or with animals by C. Hancock, T. G. Cooper, and 
H. Birtles; some good views in Caen by T. R. M id, and other 
rchitectural drawings by G. J. Niemann and Miss V. Colkett; and 
till-life pieces by J. Sherrin (by whom are some of the beet), 8.

At the Royal English Opera, Covent Garden, Gounod’s new 
opera, “ The Mock Doctor” (“ Le Médécin Malgré Lui”), has been for | 
some time in active preparation, and will, it is expected, be produced 
next week. 

Mr. Ella, the able director of the Musical Union, has, 
according to custom, issued the “ Record” of the last (the twen- 
tieth) season of that distinguished society. The “ Record,” we may 
remind our musical readers, is by no means a mere book of the 
concerts of last season, though it includes them all, and contains, 
moreover, additional matter of much interest to every amateur of 
music, the whole forming a pamphlet of permanent value, which ought 
to have a place in every musical library. The books of each concert of 
last season contain critical remarks, full of taste and discernment, on 
the various works performed and other information respecting them. 
The pamphlet now issued includes new matter, which will render it 
an important book of reference. In addition to what has already been 
given to the public, this record of last season contains a general view 
of the state and prospects of the Musical Union; a biographical 
notice and portrait (an admirable likeness) of the late lamented 
Meyerbeer, and an analysis of his chef-d’ceuvre, “Les Huguenots,” 
both from Mr. Ella’s pen, full of interesting matter, and containing 
particulars respecting that illustrious man hitherto unknown to the 
mublic. From the dedication to the Right Hon. Sir George Clark, 
a. the chairman of the committee, we learn with much satisfaction | 
that Mr. Ella’s plan of establishing an institute in connection with | 
the Musical Union approaches its full accomplishment. On this | 
head Mr. Ella says :—‘“ The Musical Union Institute continues to | 
afford to young and meritorious artists the assistance of its library ; 
also an opportunity of displaying their talent, and friendly advice as 
to their musical career. Should the projects contemplated at Ken- 
sington, in the interests of music, hold out a certainty of permanent 
accommodation for a public musical library and institute, which I 
have so long and urgently desired to accomplish, I shall be fully pre- 
pared to fulfil those conditions set forth in the prospectus of 1860, 
irrespective of further donations—viz., the presentation of my library 
and musical instruments, and at my decease £1000 in money. The 
opulent dilettanti of this country, who lavish their millions upon 
works of the sister arts, will, I hope, second my efforts, and bestow | 
some of their surplus riches for the encouragement of music, the proe- 
fessors of which are proverbially bountiful in the exercise of their 
talent in the cause of charity.”

The first trial of new orchestral pieces composed for the 
Musical Society of London took place at the Hanover-square Rooms, 
on Wednesday evening, last week. The following pieces were tried :— 
Symphony in C major—Arthur O'Leary ; Introduction and Allegro 
for pianoforte and orchestra—Alice Mary Smith; Overture (‘King 
Lear”)—Frederic Archer; Symphony in C—Henry Gadsby; Two 
marches—C. A. Barry ; Overture—James Lea Summers. Conductor, 
Mr. Alfred Mellon. All these pieces evinced much talent and were 
favourably received. The largest share of applause vu; bestowed 
upon Mr. Gadsby’s symphony, and the next upon Miss Alice Mary 
Smith's solo for the pianoforte, accompanied by the orchestra; the 
success of this last piece being heightened by the admirable manner in 
which it was performed by the young lady herself. The second trial 
of new orchestral works is to take place, at the same place, on the 
22nd of November next, 

The concerts of the Philharmonic Society this season are, as 
usual, to be eight in number, and to take place on the following 
Monday evenings :— March 20, April 3; May 1, 15, and 29; June 12 
and 26, and July 10. The terms of subscription for the season and 
the prices of admission to single concerts are the same as heretofore. 

At the Monday Popular Concert of this week the instrumental 
pieces consisted of Mozart's quintet in G minor, for two violins, two 
violas, and violoncello; Beethoven's pianoforte Sonata Pastorale 
in D, op. 28; Tartini’s violin sonata, “ Didone Abbandonata;” and 
Beethoven's sonata in G, for the piano and violin. Herr Strauss was 
the principal violinist, and M. Hallé the pianist. The singers were Miss 
Edith Wynne and Mr. Cummings. Miss Wynne sang Gounod’s “ Ave 
Maria” and Mr. Harold Thomas's song, “ Wind of the Western Sea,” a 
charming composition, which was warmly applauded. Mr. Cummings 
sang two beautiful songs by Benedict—“ The Lullaby ” and “ L’Addio 
del Marinare.” The hall was quite full. 

The 124th anniversary festival of the Madrigal Society was 
held at Freemasons’ Hall on Thursday, last week. This time-honoured 
society (the oldest musical association in England, and probably in 
Europe) was founded in the year 1741, and from that time to this has 
pursued the even tenor of its way, in spite of all the vicissitudes of 
taste and fashion. The class of music to which the Madrigal Society 
devotes itself is for all time, and will live in England as long as there 
is a taste for the finest vocal harmony in existence. The meeting of 
last week was as animated and agreeable as usual, The chair was 
occupied by the president of the society, Sir George Clark, Bart., a 
zealous Madrigalian and an accomplished gentleman ; and there was a 
goodly attendance of members and visitors.

Archwology of the Month. 


ARCH ZOLOGY has lost a munificent supporter by the lamented death 
of the Duke of Northumberland. His Grace, for many years, took 
unceasing interest in the explorations of the Roman Wail which have

been carried out from time to time. 
tute visited Newcastle-upon-Tyne, in 1852, the Duke ordered a com- 
plete investigation to be made of the station of Bremenium, which 
was executed and made the subject of a communication to the society 
by Dr. Bruce, whose work on the Roman Wall the Duke also assisted 
with his purse. He likewise had made at his cost a survey of the Roman 
wall and roads in Northumberland, by Mr. Mac Lauchlan, whom he 
also, according to the Builder, “deputed to make a chart of the 
county, showing the numerous British camps and consequent points 
of occupation by our pre-historic predecessors, a task not yet completed.” 
The third edition of Dr. Bruce’s “ Roman Wall,” with the results of 
the excavations of the last ten years, and a map of the wall from Mac 
Lauchlan’s survey, snd additional illustrations, has just been announced 
for publication. The Duke's permanent commission to the late Mr. 
Wykeham Archer to draw other antiquities in Northumberland we 
mentioned in our recent notice of that artist. His Grace also had 
printed for private distribution illustrations of the archi- 
tecture of Alnwick, Prudhoe, and Warkworth Castles, by 
Jewitt, Le Keux, and Delamotte; besides a large volume “On the 
Military and Feudal Architecture of Northumberland,” with illus- 
trations of the peculiarities of Northumberland castles and peles. The 
Duke also spent considerable sums of money in making excavations 
at Greaves Ash and other early British camps in the fastnesses of the 
His Grace distinguished his accession to the dukedom 
by commencing the restoration of his principal seats—Sion House, 
Northumberland House, and Alnwick Castle: upon the latter, in- 
trusted to Mr, Salvin, and in which the rebuilding was very extensive, 
the Duke is said to have expended a quarter of a million sterling, the 
Prudhoe Keep Tower being the great distinctive and memorial work.

At the recent meeting of the Archzological Institute was read a 
aper, by Mr. J, Burtt, “On a Book of Ordinances of the City of 
Worcester.” Among those of popular interest are annual payments, 

dating from very early times, for ringing “day-bell” and “ bow- 
bell "—the latter being the same as the curfew, although now rung at 
eight instead of nine, as at the time of the ordinance. There is no 
local explanation of the term “‘ bow-bell;” but Mr. Burtt considered 
reasonable the suggestion of Mr. C. Wolff, Town Clerk of Worcester 
city, that, as the curfew of London was rung at Bow Church, the name 
of that church was adopted in other places and applied to the bell. 
Mr. W. H. Tregelles gave an elaborate description of the encampment 
on Wimbledon-common, popularly known as “Cyesar’s Camp.” Mr. 
Tregelles considers it to be impossible to settle definitely the period to 
which these remains belong; but he described and criticised the dif- 
ferent views which have been put forth on the subject by various 
authorities, and expressed a hope that the camp—whether it was 
originally the scene of a village and cattle inclosure of the Britons, 


warriors, or of each in succession—should not be destroyed ; but that, in 
making any future arrangement for the allotment of the common, this in- 
teresting relic, round which many historic associations cluster, should be 
preserved, or, at worst, be adapted as a promenade or pleasure-ground, 
[In our early notice of the Wimbledon Park movement we advocated 
the conservation of the form of this circular intrenchment, which the 
country people have long called the “‘ Rounds,” and modern map-makers 
have set down ae Ceesar’s camp. The late Dr. Roots, F.8.A., recol- 
lected this designation for sixty years; he possessed several antiquities, 
apparently Roman, found on Wimbledon-common ; he was strongly 
of opinion that Csesar crossed the Thames at Kingston—ancient More- 
ford, or the great ford—at least with his infantry, and that he occu- 
pied this intrenchment whilst preparing for the conflict. This opinion 
of soaccredited a local antiquary as Dr. Roots, undoubtedly, strengthend 
the popular designation of “ Cmesar’s Camp;” and he imagined the 
fierce struggle with the troops of Cassivelaunus to have taken place on 
the Middlesex bank of the river immediately above Kingston, where 
many relics of a warlike description have been found by the ballast- 
heavers, similar to those discovered in this neighbourhood, as explained 
by Dr. Roots in the Arch@ologia, vol. xxx. ; and in vol. xxxi. is a 
by A. J. Kempe, F.S.A., respecting the intrenchment. A few 
of the relics are engraved in Brayley's “ History of Surrey,” vol. iii. : 
one is a spearhead of bronze, found on Wimbledon-common, near 
Kingston-hill, on which, in Aubrey’s time, stood the gallows, “in a 
dry gravel-ground, where they often find Roman urns.” 

We may here mention that Dr. Guest has opportunely reprinted, for 
private distribution, the able memoir which he read to the Ar- 
cheological Institute in 1863, on “Julius Cwsar’s Invasion of 
Britain,” to which a fresh interest will be imparted by the publication 
Dr. Guest, it will be 
recollected, adopts Deal as the place of Cwsar’s landing. 

The Librarian to the Corporation of London, at Guildhall, William 
Turner Alchin, died on the 3rd inst., after a few days’ illness, at the 
age of seventy-six. He formerly practised as a solicitor at Winchester, 
and during the latter part of his residence there he was engaged in 
the qompliation of indexes to the ecclesiastical registers, &c., of 
Salisbury and the former city, which labours have been of the 
utmost importance to the genealogist and antiquary. Upon the retire- 
ment of Mr. Herbert from the Guildhall Library, in 1845, Mr. Alchin 
succeeded to the office, which he held at the time of his death. He 
was much esteemed for his courtesy to visitors to the library. His 
valuable indexes to the ancient records of the Corporation, and 
his calendar of the wills enrolled in the Court of Hustings of 
London, attest his untiring industry and usefulness in the position 
he so long and so ably occupied. Mr. W. H. Overall, who has 
officiated as librarian for six years, is, we understand, a candidate as 
Mr. Alchin’s successor.

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EXECUTION OF TWO OF THE MURDERERS OF THE 
BRITISH OFFICERS IN JAPAN. 


Ovr. Special Artist and Correspondent at Yokohama has sent us the 
sketch we have engraved of the scene at the execution of two 
Japanese su —_ to have been accomplices in the murder of Major 
Baldwin oa ieutenant Bird. His letter, dated Dec. 17, describes the 
affair as follows :— , 

“Yesterday, at one o'clock, Consul Vyse, accompanied by several 
members of the Legation, came to me and told me to put paper and a 
pencil in my pocket, to mount my horse and follow him, to see the 
execution of two Japanese connected with the murder of Major 


Baldwin and Lieutenant Bird. After half an hour's ride, we arrived | 


at the place of execution, outside of which were about one hundred 
horses, belonging to officers and merchants of Yokohama, who had 
already assembled inside the inclosure. We dismounted, and walked 
through the large wooden gateway. We were shown into a courtyard 
surrounded by the usual palisade, where numerous spectators were 
waiting, smoking and talking. In the court were two oblong holes, 
and near these holes was a matting of straw for the victims to kneel 
upon, the holes being intended to receive their heads ; on the right side 
of the holes were two 
buckets of water and 
ladles. Several Yakunis 
were walking about and 
talking with some of the 
officers of the Legation. 


After waiting more than 4 
an hour, we heard the 
Judges reading the judg- 
ment to the prisoners, 
who, when the lec- 
ture was over, gave 


most unearthly yell, 
sh, accompanied by 
g of feet, caused 
opeans to fancy 
the prisoners had 
broken loose, and for a 
moment there was quite 
a patic. However, the 
Japanese interpreters ex- 
plained to us the reason, 
and all was quiet again. 







The first prisoner's eyes 
were then blindfolded 
and his arms firmly 
bound by cords. He was 
led in by four men, and 
he knelt on the straw 
with his head over the 
hole. Four men held 
him, though he appeared 
as cool as possible, never 
moving a muscle. The 
executioner, who ap- 
peared delighted with 
his occupation, had a 


sword with a bamboo 
scabbard handed to him. 
He dipped his hands in 
water and wound a piece 


of white cotton round 
the hilt. He then took 
off the scabbard and 


placed himself in posi- 
tion. The four men who 
were holding the priso- 
ner now bared his 
shoulders. I confess that 
I felt sick at all these 
preparations, and while 
the executioner made 
several feints I turned 
my head away; but I 
heard a dull thud and 
looked round, and where 
the man had before been 
kneeling a headless 
trunk lay bleeding. The 
executioner had severed 
the man’s head with one 
masterly blow, and as 
easily as one would cut 
a carrot. The man’s 
head fell into the hole; 
water was thrown upon 
it, and the next victim 
was then carried in, for 
he, being wounded by 
several sword cuts, one 
in the leg, was unable to 
walk. Te was not s0 
steady as the other, and 
asked the executioner 
several times if it was not 
yet time (madaga?). His 
head went off at one 
blow, like the other, 
The heads were washed 
and put into mat bags. 
As you may believe, I 
was glad to get away. 
In making the sketch I 
have chosen the moment 
when there was nothing 
to shock the spectators. 
‘These two men, it seems, 
were friends of the mur- 
derers, and had avowed. 
their intention to kill 
some foreigners. They 
had left their province in 
company with the other 
two. After the murder 
they were traced to

The style of writing is simple 
and unaffected ; and the tone of frankness and dry humour observable 
throughout is particularly agreeable.

We left this on Saturday last, 
yur party consisting of Sir ——, a 
Sicilian friend, and myself, in a 
three-horse carri bound for 
Piedimonte, a village situated high 
p on the eastern slope of Etna, 
at about thirty miles from Catania, and considered the best starting- 
point to see the eruption. This place we reached at eight in 
the evening. The only inn was so crowded that it was impos- 
sible to find accommodation. Onur Sicilian friend, however, fore- 
weing difficulties, had provided himself with an introduction, and 
we were soon ushered into a private dwelling, meeting with that 
sourteous hospitality which I have never found wanting in Sicily 
during a fifteen years’ residence there. Not only did our host 
undertake to procure the necessary guides and mules, but he 
himself and his brother volunteered to accompany us, After 
partaking of a hasty meal, we made ready for a start at 
nine o'clock ; the party, including guides, numbered about 
a dozen persons. We were well provided with plaids and wrappers, 
which was a judicious precaution. On preparing to mount we found, 
to our dismay, that there were neither saddles nor stirrups, each mule 
being merely provided with a high and broad canvas pad, upon which, 
after sovesel capuseatied efforts, we sudceeded in hoisting ourselves. 
Proceeding in single file up the steepest of- mountain paths, and some- 
times across country, through vineyards and ploughed land without 
any vestige of path, a ride of two hours and a half brought 
us to Monte Crisimo, situated about two miles N.E. of Monte 
Frumento, at the base of which the eruption begins. During 
the ascent our party had been overtaken and joined by 
snother, consisting of the colonel of one of the Italian regiments 
quartered at Catania, his wife, two other officers, three orderlies, and 
their guides, so that we formed a numerous cavalcade. Up to this 
time the night had been magnificent and the moon unclonded ; 
but, on reaching the foot of Monte Crisimo, we were suddenly en- 
veloped in a dense white mist. The guides, fearing a change of 
weather, held a consultation, and declared it unsafe to. proceed. 
Selecting, therefore, a suitable spot for a halt, we dismounted 
and kindled a large fire, the materials of which were furnished 
by a young oak growing in the vicinity. No sooner had these 
preparations been completed than the mist, much to our relief, 
cleared off as suddenly as it had appeared, and, leaving our mules at the 
encampment, we continued the ascent on foot. In half an hourwe 
had reached the summit of the Mount, whence a glorious sight 
swaited us, Opposite, on a level with us, in a south-westerly direc- 
yn, stood Monte Frumento, with the new crater at its base, and 
stretching far away to the left were visible the different streams of 
red-hot lava, bordered with blazing trees. There appeared to be 
several vents to the crater, but only two principal ones; and 
these, at intervals of a few seconds, alternately vomited forth 
vast volumes of flame, in the midst of which, of a deeper 
red, were seen showers of red-hot stones rather masecs 
of scoriw, propelled to an amazing height.

The tenth volume of the “Stud Book,” which has just been 
published, shows an increase of about 700 registered thoroughbred 
mares within the last ten years. Exportations have been very large 
in 1861-4, considering that the American market has been virtually 
closed. The East India Company alone have cleared off eighty-four ; 
the French took seventy-four brood mares and seven sires; and 
Germany and Austria fifty-eight sires, including Saunterer and two 
Derby winners, and 122 mares, The spirited China merchants, who 
stand at no ee to win a cup, were very unlucky, as three of their 
best horses, Buckstone, Dictator, and Investment, died on the passage 
out, or soon after they landed. Still we have plenty of good blood 
left, as there are at present in the United Kingdom eighty-six brood 
mares by Birdcatcher, thirty-seven by Flying Dutchman, thirty-three 
by Harkaway, thirty-six by Lanercost, sixty-eight by Melbourne, 
eighty by Orlando (who is not to be sold, but to be left to die at 
Royal stud), fifty-two by Sweetmeat, twenty-three by Sir Hercules, 
forty-seven by Stockwell, and no less than 106 by Touchstone. It is said 
that own brother to Thunderbolt—a roarer and a cribber, and once a 
500-guinea Doncaster yearling—is drawing a coal cart near Rufford ;

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The Navy estimates for the year 1865-6 were issued on 
Tuesday. The net decrease, as compared with last year, is £316,427, the total 
amount required being £10,392,224, against £10,708,651. It should be stated, 
however, that the sum thus voted last year includes the votes in the supple- 
mentary estimate for increasing the full pay and for the extension of naval 
retirement of officers of the Navy, amounting to £61,041, and the supple- 
mentary estimate for purchase and completion by contract of the El Tousson 
and El Monassir, iron-clad ships, amounting to £220,000. The items of 
decrease are as follow :—Coastguard service, &., £16,323 ; scientific branch, 
£1234; her Majesty’s establishments at home, £159; ditto abroad, £334; 
wages to artificers in home establishments, £116,509; section 1 in naval 
stores, Storekeeper-General of the Navy, £29,528; section 2, Comp- 
troller of the Navy, £317,512; and half-pay, &c,, to officers of the 
Navy and Royal Marines, £5370. On the other hand, the wages to seamen 
and marines are increased by £15,093 ; victuals and clothing for ditto, £21 ,575 ; 
Admiralty Office, £7352; artificers abroad, £3280; new works, &c., £83,687 ; 

medicines and medical stores, £450; miscellaneous services, £1605 ; military 
pensions and allowances, £17,010; civil pensions and allowances, £14,050. The 
estimated amount for the coming year of extra receipts and repayments to be 
id to the exchequer is £239,319, which reduces the net amount of the Navy 
istimates to £10,152,905, against the net amount last year of £10,507,792. 
With regard to numbers, the number of officers, petty officers, and seamen to 
be voted for the coming year is 38,000, against 38,500 last year, There are 
also 7000 boys; and 7000 men in the coastguard service, against 7500 last year, 
making the total 52,000, against 53,000, The marines are in all 17,000—viz., 
8000 for service afloat, and 9000 for service on shore, being 1000 less than in 
1864-5. The civilians for the coastguard service are 750 against 950, leaving 
the total force in the fleet and coastguard service 69,750, against 71,950 last 
year.—A return has been published of the number of steam-ships afloat and 
building, together with the number of effective sailing-ships, on the Ist of 
the present month. The total of steam-ships t is 445—being 357 screw 
and 88 paddle; 26 screw-ships are building ; effective sailing-ships are 
afloat ; making the total of steam and sailing ships 540. The building of three 
line-of-battle ships, one corvette, four gun-vessels, and four gun-boate ie 
suspended, 
The Army Estimates for the year 1865-6 were issued on 
Monday. They set forth a prospective diminution of charge for the coming 
year of £874,659. Last year the total amount voted was £14,844,088, from 
which a sum of £1,324,442 for extra receipts being deducted, the expenditure 
appeared as £13,519,646. This year the sum to be asked for amounts to 
£14,348,447 ; while the estimated amount extra receipts is £1,703 ,440, reducing 
the prospective expenditure to £12,645,007, The saving is to be made witt 
the effective services, for which £12,241,647 will be asked, as against 
7 ‘Si last year. For the non-effective services £2,106,157 were voted last 
year ; this year the sum estimated for this division is £2,106,800, a slight increase, 
which appears to have resulted from the greater number of reduced and retired 
officers and out-pensioners who have become chargeable on the lists, as well as 
from a small amount more than last year estimated as rewards for military 
service ; in other categories of this class a saving is set forth—viz., pay of 
general officers, widows’ pensions, &c., pensions to wounded officers, superan- 
nuation allowances, and disembodied militia. In the effective services there 
will be a decrease, for the general staff and regimental pay, of £274,416 ; com- 
missariat and movement of troops, £113,247 ; clothing and supplies, £22,438 ; 
barrack establishment, £1265; Divine service, 21098 ; martial law, £14,249 ; 
medical establishment, £15,672 ; enrolled pensioners and army reserve, £3580 ; 
manufacturing department, £131; warlike stores, £87,519; military edu 
cation, £10,383 ; miscellaneous services, £15,403 ; and administration of the 
Army, £10,584; while on the following there will be an increase :—disem- 
bodied militia, £2617; yeomanry, £3914; volunteers, £6640 ; and for super- 
intending establishment and expenditure for works, buildings, and repairs at 
home and abroad, £60,530. The several sums to be asked for in both classes 
are as follow :—General staff and regimental pay, £5,434,567; commis- 
sariat and movement of troops, £1,205,800; clothing establishments, 
£574,256 ; barrack establishment, £609,900 ; Divine service, £44,335 ; martial 
law, £26,300; medical establishment, £246,544; disembodied militia, 
£786,400 ; yeomanry, £91,000 ; volunteers, £334,900 ; enrolled pensioners and 
Army reserve, £46,000; manufacturing departments, £972,900; warlike 
stores, £485,000 ; seuperintending establishment of and expenditure for works, 
buildings, repairs, £811,400; military education, £163,500; surveys of the 
United Kingdom, £88,345; miscellaneous, £107,700; administration of the 
Army, £212,800 ; rewards for military service, £26,100 ; pay of general officers, 
£74,200; reduced and retired officers, £455,000; widows’ pensions, &c., 
£162,100; wounded officers, £28,200; in-pension, £33,200; out-pension, 
£1,168,000; superanfuation, £131,000; and disembodied militia, £29,000, 
The general staff, regimental, and military educational establishments will 
number this year 142,477 men, as against 146,766 last year—a decrease of 
4289 ; while the native Indian troops employed on the British establiehment 
will be reduced from 1582 men last year to 178 men. 


THE VOLUNTEER MOVEMENT. 


Among the recruits who have lately joined the London 
Scottish as privates are the Earl of Aberdeen, the Hon. F. Charteris (son of 
Lord Eicho, M.P., commanding officer of the corps), and Mr. Edward Ross, 
late Captain in the Cambridge University Rifles. 


A committee has been formed in London, consisting of 
officers of metropolitan volunteer corps, for promoting an Enfield al! comers’ 
rifle-match between the volunteers of Canada and of Great Britain. 


The fifth congetines took place on the 11th inst., at the 
regimental ranges, for the challenge cup presented by Mr. F. R. Jackson to 
the Post-office division of the Civil Service Corps. Private J. 0, Beales wae 
the winner. He won it at the first competition also. 


Last Saturday a contest took place at Astley for the company 
challenge cup of the 1st Manchester. The companies competing were No. 3 
and No.9. The latter were again victorious, beating their opponents by 
thirty-seven points. 


A contest took place last Saturday between No. 4 and No. 9 
companies of the 3rd Manchester, on the range of the regiment at Bartor 
Moss. No. 9 won by sixteen points. 


The Manchester Guardian states that Lord Londesborougl 
has arranged to have another gathering of the East Riding Volunteers at 
Londesborough Park on the 20th of July next. The invitations to the artil- 
lery and rifle corps seem general. Lord Harewood, with his regiment of 
yeomanry, has been invited, and are expected to be present. 


The opening of a new armoury and drill-shed at Selby, con- 
structed for the use of the 38th West York, was celebrated yesterday week 
with great rejoicings. In the afternoon the members of the corps and a large 
party of gentlemen dined in the new building. The chair was oceupied Ly 
Lieutenant-Colonel Lord Londesborough. The rejoicings ended with a bal! 
held in the armoury. 


Lord Hartington, by a circular dated the 10th inst., informs 
commanding officers of volunteer corps that, by the order of Earl De Grey 
and Ripon, the new army regulations for musketry instruction are to apply 
to the volunteer force. By these reguiations important alterations are made 
in the classing targets and revising, which are now nearly assimilated to the 
“Wimbledon” systems, There are to be outers, centres, and bull's-eyes in 
the first, second, and third periods instead of in the first only, ae for- 
merly ; and the points are to be two, three, and four for outer, centre, and 
bull’s-eye respectively. The third-claas target is to be 4 ft. wide (the same ae 
before) ; the second class, 6ft. instead of &ft.; and the first-class 8 ft. instead 
of 12ft. Regiments armed with the Enfield will only fire up to 800 yards, 
instead of to 900—the first-class ranges for this arm now being 650, 700, 750, 
and 800, The ranges in the other classes are unaltered, The “ points” for 
the Enfield are—third class, 36 ; second class, 30; and in the first, to obtain 
the markeman’s badge,20. The “ best shot” (badge of rifle and three stars 
is the rifeman who makes most pointe in the second and first classes (the 
second and third periods) combined. The same targets are to be fired at by 
the regiments armed with the Whitworth, but this arm will have to fire at 
900 yards, and not 750. The points to be made are—third class, 42; second, 
40 ; and first, 32. No volunteer regiments are yet armed with the Whitwort! 
Officers and sergeants a shoot with long or short Enfields, but they must 
finish the course with whichever weapon they begin it. 


The winter general meeting of the National Rifle Association 
is fixed to be he'd at Willis’s Rocms, on March 4—the Duke of Cambridge, 
K.G., President, in the chair, The association have just issued the report for 
1864, showing en and progress for the past year. In reference to the 
last meeting at Wimbledon, the Counci) congratulates the volunteers generally 
on the accuracy and safety of Mr. Hill's system of marking, and dwells very 
strongly on the advantages which resulted to all from the establishment of 
the tramway, the whole cost of which, including plant, was £404; and 
althongh the line was only opened six whole days, produced receipts amount- 
ing to £44 14s. 11d. The success of the associated camp on the ground is also 
a subject of congratulation, and it is hoped that the present year the space of 
ground at disposal may admit of a large extension, although the total number 
of persons encamped last year amounted to 1374. On the subj of prizes, the 
report states that the list showed a considerable increase * number and 
value as compared with that of 1863, in which year there were 333 prizes, 
valued at £4508; whilst in 1864 there were 627 prizes, valued at £5978, while 
the total value of prizes competed for at the national and county association: 
in connection with it reached £15,976. There is an excess of income over 
expenditure of the current year of £2730 10s, 6d., which, added to the surplus 
of £3780 9a. &1., makes a total in favour of the association of £6511, and this 
exclusive of all money invested in stores, storehouses, butts, &c., and in per- 
manent improvements of the common. The total income of the year from all 
sources amounts to £16,183, and the total expenditure to £13,453 ; whilst the 
previous year the income was £12,054, and expenditure £11,174. The report 
is altogether of a most satisfactory character, and the prospects for the present 
year are exceedingly hopeful and cheering.

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


During March Venus (in Pisces and Aries) will be an evening 
star.

At a recent meeting of the Geological Society a paper, by 
Mr. E. Ray Lankester, was read on the sources of the mammalian fossils of the 
Red Crag, and on the discovery of a new mammal, allied to the walrus, in 
that deposit. Mr. Lankester gave reasons which render it probable that the- 
various mammalia were not indigenous to the Red Crag, but were derivea 
from the breaking up of earlier strata. He described the tusks of the aniu 
allied to the walrus, but probably much larger, which he proposed to ca!) 
Trichecodon Huxleyi. At the same meeting Professor John Phillips, F.R. 
communicated a note on the geology of Harrogate, illustrated by diagran 
showing the strata exposed in consequence of the cuttings made for the Nort 
Eastern Railway, which have enabled him to trace the range of the millstone 
grit and other strata; and which have thrown light on the relation of ¢ 
Permian to more ancient rocks, and on the source of the mineral springs. 


A new saccharometer (an apparatus for determining th¢ 
quantity of sugar in any substance by means of polarised light) has been « 
scribed by M. Wild. It is said by good authorities to be much more delicate 
than Soleil's, the instrument in general use. In Wild’s apparatus the incident 
light is polarised by means of Foucault's calc spar prism, which is capable of 
being turned round its axis, the amount of rotation being measured by mean: 
of a vernier applied to a small graduated circle. Professor Wolcot Gibi« 
considers the new instrument to be a most acceptable addition to physi 
cabinets. 

Mr. Harvey B. Hull's elaborate paper on the geologi 

| structure of the Malvern Hills, accompanied by illustrative diagrams, appears 
| in the new number of the Journal of the Geological Society. He discusses the 
origin and structure of the crystalline rocks, gives the result of an exan 
| 















tion of the superimposed palmozoic strata immediately adjacent, and € 
deavours to show the chronological relationship of the several events in their 
geological history. In conclusion, he expresses his opinion that these hilir 
are of extreme antiquity ; that they are of metamorphic origin, and belong \o 
the pre-Cambrian, azoic, or Laurentian age, and may have * stood upa 
island in the primordia] sea, while, as it subsided, Cambrian and Cam!

As some of our readers may desire to repeat the remarkavic 
electrical experiment of Franklin, bearing on the myth of Mahomet’s coflr 
hovering between heaven and earth, and lately performed by Professor Tynda!! 
in one of his lectures “‘ On Electricity,” at the ry Institution, we give the 
points of a description which Mr. W. F. Barrett, the professor's assistant, has 
inserted in the Reader. A piece of gold leaf, 24 in. long and 1} in. wi ’ 
cut into the form of a kite or fish, placed on a piece of paper, and presented 
to the knob of a large Leyden jar charged with electricity. When detached 
by a knife the leaf sprang towards the knob, but stopped within two inclies 
and remained hovering in the air, the tail waving like that of a fish. W 
the jar was moved the gold leaf followed, and continued to float for near!) 
hour. The experiment may be made with a smaller jar and smaller pir | 
gold leaf. 


At a recent meeting of the Academy of Sciences at Paris, 
M. Edmond Becquerel read a note on his new thermo-electric pile, formed 
with metallic sulphurets, and at the same time presented some Bunsen couptes 
constructed by M. Ruhmkorff, formed of plates of sulphuret of copper. } 
Bunsen and Becquerel appear to have prosecuted their researches siu 
taneously, and the former may lose some of the credit due to him 
Becquere] states that by his arrangement he obtained an electric curr 
sensibly constant, presenting an electro-motive force nearly equal to th ft 
a Daniell’s element of sulphate of copper. At the same meeting a note by 
M. Ch. Tellier was read setting forth the industrial advantages which would 
accrue by the application of gaseous ammonia in the production of a vacuur, 
We have no space for his process. M. Guérin-Méneville presented a specimen 
of new silk, obtained from the Faidherbia bauhinie of Senegal. The silk ix 
brilliant and very solid, but coarse in the threads. M. Charles Ste-Olaire 
Deville communicated a letter from M. Longobardo, Consul at Catania, 
describing the eruption on Feb. 1 at Mount Etna, which had remained coim 
since August, 1852, He recommended that means should be taken for studying 
the phenomena at this favourable opportunity. The noise is compared i« 
cannonading.

It contains asummary of experiments, with tabulated resu 
The fuels examined were dried wood and peat, coal, charcoal, and coke, ‘Tt« 
elements of these fuels in producing heat are carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, and 
| a little sulphur, The useless and injurious elements are nitrogen and minera 
| ash, By means of a calorimeter, Dr. Machattie ascertained the relative 

powers of the combustible elements, and has printed in a tabulated form 

the units of heat each can produce and the quantity of water 
which one pound of each can convert into steam from the ter 
peratures of 32 deg. and 60 deg. Fahrenheit. He finds that the caloritic 
| value of all kinds of fuel is not the same, either in regard to the quantity or 
intensity of heat produced ; and that we must therefore consider them in 
| 
| 
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regard to their steam-raising and thermal or pyrometric effects. In cur 
furnaces a loss of heat is sustained by the latent heat of water vapour when 
fuel is damp, by the latent heat of the water vapour when the fuel contains 
hydrogen, and by permitting the gases produced during combustion to escape 
by the chimney at a high temperature. Carbon isdecidedly the best substance 
| for fuel, and the nearer our fuels approach pure carbon the better they are 
It requires so little oxygen for combustion, and therefore produces go little 
carbonic acid, and does not involve a large quantity of nitrogen from the air 








ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 
Professor Tyndall began his ninth lecture on electricity 


on Tuesday last with the exhibition of an ingenious apparatus for lighting 
gas, being an application of the principle of the electrophorus which had been 
sent to Professor Faraday by Mr. Baker, of Philadelphia. He then proceeded 
to the main subject of his lecture, the remarkable phenomena of electric and 
magnetic induced currents, discovered and studied by Professor Faraday 
within the walls of the institution. Professor Tyndall showed by experiment 
that the ourrents of the voltaic battery which flow in the same direction 
attract each other, and that those which flow in an opposite direction repe! each 
other ; and that when a current begins to flow it excites in an adjacent oon 
ductor a current having an opposite direction, but when the current is inter 
rupted it excites a current similar to its own. These induced currents are of 
momentary duration. It was also shown that when a wire carrying a current 
was caused to approach a second wire with its ends united, a current wae 
excited in the latter opposed to the exciting current ; and when a wire carry- 
ing acurrent was withdrawn from a second wire with ite ends united, another 
current was excited having the same direction as the exciting current. It woe 
furthermore shown that the approach and withdrawal of the poles of a magnet 
from a closed conductor produced similar effects. Professor Tyndall! stated that 
every change of magnetism within a wire helix produced a current in the la 5 
|; and he defined a magnetic line of force as that along which the single pole of 
| & magnet tends to move, and as also that along which the two poles of a 
magnet are pulled in opposite directions, therefore as that line along which a 
magnetic needle will set itself. He stated, also, that when a closed conductor 
is caused to cut the lines of magnetic force, whether of an artificial or a naturs! 
| Magnet, or of the earth itself, considered as a magnet, currents of electricity 
| are always produced. ‘The phenomena of induced currents were exhibited 
| by means of various colle, especially by a large induction constructed 
by Ruhmkorff ; and a machine for the medical application of induced on: 
rents (termed abroad “ raradisation”) was also shown in action. The gov 
eunlights of the lecture were lit by means of apparatus, employing the spark 
| from the induction coil. The lecture was concluded with the brilliant ex? 
bition of the induction spark in exhansted glass tubes and bulbs—thoer cf 
uranium glass exhibiting phosphorescence and fluorescence.
